The special features of today’s debate 
were the speech of Mr. Crumpacker, of 
Indiana. in which. he set forth his views 
in favor of a reduction of representation 
in zs0Outhern states, and that of Mr. 
Stanyarne Wilson, of South Carolina, in 
reply to him. 

Kitchin Replies to Linney. 

The debate on the bill is’ nearing its 
close, it being unanimously agreed today 
that the final vote would be taken before 
the session closes tomorrow. The gener- 
al debate will close at 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Kitchin, of North Carolina, 
first speaker today, supported the Hop- 
kins bill, but said he would vote against 
the amendments requiring the congres- 
sional districts in the several states to 
be “contiguous and compact.’ He said 
he did not believe congress had the pow- 
er to designate the manner In which the 
states should make up congressional dis- 
tricts. Mr. Kitchin replied at some 
length to the speech made by Mr. Lin- 
ney, of North Carolina, last Saturday at- 
tacking the southern demecrats for dis- 
franchising the negro. 

Mr. Crumpacker, of Indiana, who pre- 
sented the minority report of the census 
committee in favor of reducing the repre- 
sentation in southern states proportionate 
to the abridgment of the franchise, said 
that as between the Hopkins and Bur- 
leigh bilis he favored the latter. He 
argued that during recent years the in- 
fluence ‘of the house in legislation had 
Sfteadily diminished, attributable to the 
members of the tower house allowing 
themselves to be dominated by the senate 
and the chief exccutive. | 

Iie pointed ‘out the voting requirements 
‘In Louisiana, Mississippi, North Carolina 
and South Carolina, and adduced figures 
to show that in Louisiana 43 per cent of 
her male citizens over twenty-one years 
of age were disfranchised, in Mississippi 
42 per cent, in North Carolina 34 per cent 
(‘and in South Carolina 43 per cent. Mr. 
Crumpacker was frequently’ interrupted 
by members of the delegations from Louis- 
jana, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Mississippi. They besieged him with ques- 
tions and denied many of his statements. 

Mr. Wilson, of South Carolina, spoke 
in favor of the Burleigh bill, and inci- 
dentally discussed the negro question in 
the south. He detailed the lavish expen- 
diture and misappropriation during the 
period of negro rule in South Carolina. 
‘The worthy and industrious negro popu- 
lation, he said, ‘was being educated and 
cared for in the south, and it was only 
against the criminal class, those guilty 
of an atrocious crime against women, 
that-lynching was directed. 

Hepburn on Decadence. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, declared that the 
house was no longer a deliberative body, 
having become so bulky as to lose its de- 
‘Hberative functions. The whole scheme

Members of Cadet's Family Tell Shocking Story of Brutalitis 
Practiced at West Point

could have caused it. 

It had been reported that Breth was 
compelled to eat soap at West Point. If 
the boy had eaten soap, it would have 
explained his physical condition on his 
return home. 

Samuel J. Breth, father of Cadet Breth, 
testified that his son was diamissed from 
the academy because of his deficiency in 
mathematics. Mr. Breth said members 
of the family had received letters from 
the son in Yegard to hardships at West 
Point. The father and mother knew that 
the boys at the academy were more or 
less hazed, and Cadet Breth and his 
| brother Harry had an understgnding be- 
tween them that if he had anything to 
write about hardships John would write 
to Harry only, so that the parents would 
not worry. He said that Harry and one 
of the daughters visited John at the acad- 
emy in August, 1897, and on their return 
home they said John had been severely 
hazed and that he had nervous prostra- 
tion. At West Point, John told them 
he had been so severely hazed that he 
became unconscious. The only one that 
was mentioned as being among the hazers 
was a cadet named Bender, The father 
learned from the son Harry that John 
had been ‘‘choo-chooed.’’ On his death 
bed, the father said, the boy went 
through the ‘‘choo-chooing’’ motions. 

Harry Breth, the brother, offered to 
submit copies of extracts of letters he 
received from John. The committee de- 
cided that it wanted the originals, which 
are now at the Breth homestead in Al- 
toona,. He was excused until the letters 
could be produced and in order that Miss 
Rosa M. Breth, a sister, might return 
home and send them to the committee, 
her testimony was then taken. She re- 
ceived a letter from her brother while 
he was in West Point hospital in which 
he said the surgeon told him that he had 
a light attack of nervous prostration 
from overwork. John, however, told the 
other members of the family when they 
visited him at West Point that his condi- 
tion was due to hazing. 

West Point Caused Death. 

John said he was hazed three times in 
one night. John wrote home that he 
had to eat slices of bread soaked in mo- 
lasses. On his death bed he told me that 
“West Point is the cause of the break- 
down in my health.” 

He mentioned the 
Wood and ~ Yonge 
hazerts.”’ 

While in the hospital, she said, John 
told her that he was visited by upper 
class men end told “that he had better 
get out of here tomorrow.” 

William A. Breth, another brother, told 
substantially this story: 

“When John came home he told me that 
he had to do so much ‘eagling’ that he 
often became exhausted, and his musclics 
felt like leather. A cadet named Bender 
made him sit on the point of a bayonet 
until he fell off. He was made to sit on 
it again, and during this operation Ben- 
der played a violin. On another occasion, 
a hot July day, after a hard day’s drill, 
he was compelled to Gon a rain coat and 
hold out €umb bells. On Saturday all 
cadets were given a certain amount of 
liberty, but Bender prevented him, from 
leaving camp. My brother made a com- 
plaint about it, which resulted in Bender 
exercising him more severely. He regard- 
ed the ‘feet inspection’ as a joke. Ons 
He, night he was dragged out of bed, leaving 
the bed clothes behind him, and was 
dragged over rough stones in the camp 
street. On another occasion he was so 
exhaustedly exercised that on the next 
morning the officer in charge of the dr-ll 
compelled him to drop out of line because 
of his weakness.’”’ 

Mary C. Breth, another sister of Breth, 
was called, and corroborated the testi- 
mony of other members of the family. 
She said her brother told her that one 
night he was hazed by three separate 
sets of cadets. He stood the first two, 
but fainted during the third act of hazing. 
When he regained consciousness he saw 
several men rubbing him. They appear- 
ed to be greatly frightened. Miss Breth 
also said that her brother, in speaking of 
hazing, said he ‘‘often ate soap’ and 
“chewed rope ends” at West Point. 

At 6 o’clock the committee adjourned 
until 9 o’clock tomorrow morning.

DYING, HE TALKED OF THE HAZERS 


As He Passed Away the Boy 


Thought He Was Being ‘‘Choo- 
chiced”—Burnam Tells of 
Frequent Fights at 
West Point. 


Philadelphia, January 7.—According to 
the testimony adduced before the con- 
gressional investigating committee, which 
is inquiring into the charges of hazing 
at the West Point military academy, 
Oscar L. Booz, of Bristol, Pa., and John 
E. Breth, of Altoona, Pa., had a rough 
‘time of it during their ‘‘plebe’’ year at 
that institution. The star witness of the 
day was Cadet Anthony J. Burnam, Jr., 
son of Judge Burnam, of the court of 
appeals of the state of Kentucky, who 
was Booz's tentmate while in camp. 
The committee also heard for the first 
time testimony in regard to the ex- 
periences of Breth from the lips of his 
father, brothers and sisters. 

Burnam was the first witness called. 
Burnam said he went to West Point in 
June, 1898. He asked Booz to become his 
tentmate when they went into camp in 
July of that year. Oscar Booz, he said, 
was a nice sort of young man, and up to 
the standard of other cadets. The older 
cadets had a lot of fun with Booz on 
account of his name. The upper class 
men, and a cadet named Bettison in par- 
‘ticular, Burnam said, ordered new ca- 
dets to do various things to see if the 
new mén would obey them. “He did some 
things asked of him, but finally refused 
te do so, believing the third class men 
were only trying to harass him. He was 
ordered out to fight by the “fighting 
committee.’” Burnam did not know any 
members of this committee. 

! Booz Had Been Crying. 

After the contest Burnam saw Booz | 
lying in his tent. He looked dejected 
and had been crying. Booz told him he 
had been “called out’? and that he had 
received a blow in the stomach which 
rendered him absolutely helpless. Bur- 
‘nam said other cadets said that Booz had 
‘laid down.” The upper cldss men kept 
taunting him, saying he would make no 
soldier. This was kept up until he re- 
signed. Burnam said Booz was tired 
out by the routine of the camp. 
said his opponent in the fight was an 
expert with his fists, and was a fine 
gymnast. Booz studied very’ little, on 
account of his eyes hurting him. On this 
account he stood low in his class. 

Oscar also told Burnam how upper class 
men told him (Booz) to take tabasco 
Sauce. Booz said Burnam was given a 
small bottle of tabasco sauce and told to 
take all of it before he left the table. He 
took it by the spoonful. On one occa- 
sion Booz told him that he put a lot of 
the sauce on a piece of steak, intending 
not to eatit. An upper class man noticea 
this and ordered Booz to eat the steak. 
Oscar told Burnam the stuff was ruining 
his stomach. 

While Burnam was in the fourth class, 
a veriod of about twelve months, there 
were about ten men called out to fight. 
All of the contests were severe and the 
fourth class men were usually roughly 
handled. Fighting was prohibited at the 
academy, and although every contestant’s 
face showed much evidence of his having 
been in a fight, yet no action was taken 
by the academy officers to punish any 
one, As far as Burnam knew. When a 
fourth class, man battered up, came 
through the company street from a fight 
the upper class men always called out 
all the ‘“‘plebes’’ to witness the man’s 
miserable condition. 

Burnam knew little about the member- 
sh-p of the fighting committee. As far 
as he knew they were appointed by the 
class president and were not elected by 
the class men. 

In answer to Mr. Driggs, Burnam said 
he was discharged from West Point for 
déficiency in studies, and especially draw- 
ing and mathematics. He said he posi- 
tively had no animus against the insti- 
tution and had no known enemies there, ‘ 
either among the officers or the cadets, 

At 1:05, with Burnam still on the stand, 
the committee took a recess until 2 o’clock. 

Breth Was Brutally Preatéd . 

Wher the hearing was ressmed the case 
of John Breth, of Altoona. Pa., Who died 
from an ailment. which, it is alleged, he 
received indirectly as a result of hazing at 
West Point, was taken up. Dr. © E. 
Goodman, of Altoona, the Breth family 
physician, said Breth’s physical condition 
before entering the military academy was 
excelient. Dr. Goodman treated him two 
weeks after he came home from West 
Point for hemorrhoids. Last October he 
agam treated him for typhoid pneumonia, 
from which he died. Young Breth never 
told Dr. Goodman anything about hazing 
at West Point. All the information the 
doctor had came to him from the boy’s 
family. He became very nervous about

FILIPINO LEADERS BANISHED. 


General MacArthur Orders Them

has ordered the deportation of Generals 
Ricarte, Del Pilar, Hizon, Llanera and 
Santos to the island of Guam.

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HUNDRED BOYS ROASTED.

London, January 7.—A sister of charity, 
writing from the Maison de Jesu Enfant, 
at Ning-Po, November 20th, describes the 
massacre at Nanking of one hundred lit- 
tle boys. Some of them, she says, were 
roasted alive in the church; others es- 
caped to the orphanage outside the city, 
but all were killed and the place burned. 

“Despite threats of torture and the 
frequency of most painful deaths,” the 
sister declares, ‘‘apostasy was wonder- 
fully rare.’’ 

Pekin, January 7.—The report that the 
Chinese court has dnstructed the Chinese 
peace envoys to refuse to sign the joint 
note of the powers to China is confirmed. 
The court referred to the objections of 
the southern viceroys, which are the 
same as the court have. This afternoon 
agreements, identical for each nation, 
were presented to Prince Ching. Those

Dr. Bevill was attending Louis Sterk, 
and the family asked for a consulting 
physician and Dr. GremilHMon was called. 
He and Dr. Bevill did not agree in their 
iagnosis of the case. Dr. Bevill claimed 
that after he left Dr. Gremillion influ- 
enced the Sterk family to discharge him 
and then Dr. Gremillion was given the 
case, and he called in a Dr. Gordon as 
consulting physician. Dr. Bevill was 
greatly incensed and when the men met 
hot words must have passed today when 
the shooting occurred.

SQUEEZED THE CONTRACTOR 


When Arrested King Had $1,000 | 


Camtractor Had Just Given 
Him—Contractor Said He 
Had To Pay King or 
Be Ruined. 


Mobile, Ala., January 7.—This afternoon 
Secret Service Agent E. P. McAdams 
arrested on Royal street, this city, Cap- 
tain C. W. King, quartermaster and su- 
pervisor of the government work at Fort 
Morgan, Ala. Captain King had, it is al- 
leged, just received $1,000 in bills from 
J. H. Hobson. a contractor on govern- 
ment work at the fort. McAdams, with 
a local detective as witness, searched the 
captain and found $1,000 in bills, King, it 
is said, telling them that if it was of any 
value to them to know he would say’ he 
had received the money from ‘Hobson. 
All the bills had previously been recorded 
and marked so that McAdams was able 
to identifv them. Hobson told McAdams 
that this was the second thousand dollars 
paid to Kine by him. King was taken 
before United States Commissioner Rick- 
arby for preliminary examination. 

Habson testified before the commisstion- 
er that for some time he had been hav- 
ing trouble in carrying out his contracts 
on buildings at Fort Morgan, about 50 
per cent of the material he furnished 
being rejected as unsatisfactory. About 
eight months ago King approached him 
and substantially said if Hobson ‘made 
an arrangement with him he would not 
be so hard on him. The amount named 
by King was $5,000 and as failure on the 
contracts meant ruin, Hobson agreed to 
pay $3.000. King said he would accept 
that amount, as he had caused him loss 
by being hard on him. Hobson paid King 
$500 in October and the same amount in 
November, and one thousand today. Cap- 
tain King was bound over in the sum 
of $10,000, but to 7 o'clock had not 
made his bond. 

King refused to make any statement. 
Hobson told the agent that after he had 
begun paying King the latter was much 
easier upon him and that some of the 


material first rejected had been allowed 
b¥the quartermaster to be used. 

It is said the government has had in- 
formation on the case since the begin- 
ning, but not until now was able to ob- 
tain evidence justifying an arrest. 

King is a volunteer officer. He enlisted 
at Dubuque, Iowa, in 1898, receiving ap- 
pointment of capntain and assistant quar- 
termaster. He served in Porto Kico dur- 
ing the war, superintending loading and 
unloading of transports. He was as- 
signed to Fort Morgan in April last. He 
has a wife and two children and has 
been well received here socially. He is

The report of the resignation of Vice 
President and General Manager E. &8t. 
John, of the Seaboard Air-Line, created 
quite a flurry and considerable comment 
in railway circles in Atlanta yesterday. 
It was entirely unexpected and local 
representatives of the system were 


naturelly anxious to know what his de- 
parture portended. 

The story of Mr. St. John's resignation 
brought with it a host of rumors and a 
revival of the talk of a complete reorgan- 
ization of the system. It is generally be- 
Heved that a nymber of other important 
changes will follow in the course of a 
few days. When Mr. St. John came to 
the Seaboard he brought with him several 
officials for important executive offices. 
Whether these men will retain their 
pregent positions or follow the fortunes 
of Mr. St. John will develop later. : 

William T. Reed, mechanical €uperin- 
tendent, who was appointed by Mr. St. 
John, resigned yesterday. His position 
was at once abolished. 

Since Mr. St. John’s connection with 
the Seaboard the road has been rreatly 
improved and strengthened. As general 
manager of the system Mr. St. John has 
been a potent force in the work of re- 
onganization and consolidation. 

R, H. Tate, assistant general passenger 
agent of the system in Atlanta, left yes- 
terday for Portsmouth to meet and con- 
fer wtth General Passenger Agent 
Bunch. 

Unless present indications are at fault 
the Seaboard management will be the 
source of several good railway storiga 
within the next two weeks.

Norfolk, Va., January 7.—EK. St. 
John, vice president and general man-

Because of his prominence in the rail- 
road world Mr. St. John’s future move- 
ments will be watched with interest. 

He is well known in Atlanta and 
throughout this territory because of his 
long and prominent railroad connections.

He entered the railway 
service in 1862 as clerk in the general 
ticket office of the Quincey and Toledo 
railway, which road was consolidated 
with the Great Western railroad, of Illi- 
nois. He served as clerk in the general 


ticket department of the consolidated 
line at Springfield, Hll., until July 1, 1863.

go and Rock Island railroad and its suc- 
cessor, the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific railway, serving in the gen€@ral ticket 
department. He rose in °'69 to be chief 
clerk in full charge of the general ticket 
department.

ticket agent for ten years, as general 
ticket and passenger agent; for six years 
as assistant to the general manager and 
genéra)] ticket agent from July 12, 1886, to 
September, 1887, as assistant general man- 
ger, and from September, 1887, to Jan- 
uary 1, 189. as general manager.

AMERICA TO BE 
VEEN OF WORLD 


So Asserts Senator Lodge, Advo- 
cating Army Bill, 


EUROPE BITTERLY JEALOUS 


Therefore It Behooves United States 
To Be Prepared for Any Contin- 
gency—Bacon and Lodge 
Have Sharp Colloquy 
During the Debate. 


Washington, January 7.~A _ notabie 
speech was delivered in the senate today 
by Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts. Ad- 
dressing the senate on the amendment ot 
the military committee striking out the 
provision in the army reorganization bili 
for a veterinary corps, he discussed brief- 
ly, and principally in the form of a col- 
loquy with Senatogk Bacon, of Georgia, 
the Philippine question and the necessity 
of an army of 100,000 men. In conclusion, 
he drew a brilliant gvord picture of the 
commercial future of the United States, 
declaring that the trade conflict with Eu- 
rope already begun could result only in 
the commercial and economic supremacy 
of this country over the entire world. In 
this industrial conflict he apprehended 
no danger from a material contest with 
any nation of the world, but he-urged the 
necessity fas a strong and scientifically 
organized and powerful navy in order 
that the United States might be prepared 
to defend its rights against any possible 
foe. The speech created a profound im- 
pression. 

The senate ratified the committee's 
proposition eliminate the house pro- 
vision for the establishment of a veterin- 
ary corps in the army. Senator Teller, 
of Colorado, gave.notice of a substitute 
he will offer for the entire pending meas- 
ure, continuing in full force and effect 
the act of March 38, 1899, increasing the 
size of the army, for three years from 
July 1, 1901. 

Mr. Pettus. of Alabama, presented the

Discussion of the commlilitee 
ment striking out the 
veterinary corps in the army was begun. 
Mr. Kenney, of Delaware, the champion 
in the senate of the proposed veterinary 
urged that the committee’s amend- 
ment be rejected. 

Mr. Sewell, a member of the military 
committee, replied that a great injustice 
would done regular army officers by 
the injection into the army of a new 
corps. He pointed out also that Great 
Britain, with a large veterinary corps, 
had lost 100,000 horses and mules during 
the war in South Africa. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, de- 
nounced as unjust any effort of that sort 
to place men, taken trom vivil life, in au- 
thority over men who had devoted their 
lives to army affairs. Discussing the gen- 
eral features of the measure Mr. Lodge 
maintained that “‘organized rebellion has 
ceased in the Philippines, and the local 
George Washington is in hiding.’’ 

“In a short time,’’ said Mr. Lodge, ‘I 
believe there will be peace and order 
throyghout the Philippine islands.’’ He 
did not think, however, that the. prob- 
ability of outbreaks among the Moros 
and the uncivilized tribes of the interior 
ever would be eliminated. 

“If it were not for our gunboats the 
Sulu pirates even now’ would devastate 
the shipping in those seas.”’ 

Mr. Bacon inquired how long Mr. 
Lodge thought a large army might be 
needed in the Philippines. 

Mr. Lodge replied that he could not say 
exactly. 

In the course of a sharp colloquy with 
Mr. Bacon, Mr. Lodge said he and the 
Georgia senator diffcred se hopelessly 
from each other it was hardly possible to 
give him satisfactory replies to his ques- 
tion, After some further sparring Mr. 
Bacon put this question to Mr. Lodge: 

“From your knowledge as chairman of 
the Philippine committee, of the condi- 
tions in the islands will the army of 
76,000 be needied there for a shart time or 
for an indefinite time?’ 

‘My judgment is,"’ replied Mr. Lodge, 
“that at the end of two years we will 
be able to reduce very largely the army 
in the Philippines. That is my belief. 
Spain had an army of 15,000 men and 
kept very bad order-—” 

“And occupied little territory,” 
jected Mr. Bacon. 

“Yes, and occupied little territory,” as- 
sented Mr. Lodge. He maintained, how- 
ever. that with a force of 25,000 in the 
Philippines the United States would keep 
better order than ever had been known 
there. With that force in the Philippines 
there would be about 35,000 men left to 
man the fortifications of the country, a 
force would be called upon to guard the 
Nicaragua canal which it was proposed 
soon to begin to build. On that canal 
there would be employed &,000 laborers. 
They would have to be protected. When 
finished the canal would have to be 
guarded.

The only recourse I have had, in Such 
cases, ‘Where city ordinances only were vio- 
lated, and when the youthful defendants were 
to pay any fines, has been to have 
them locked up for a period of time in the 
barred cells in the police barracks. While un- 
doubtedly this punishment has a deterrent 
effect upon them, and to that extent is cor- 
rective, it nevertheless in many respects 
unsatisfactory. In the first place, it 
cruel to confine a child in a dark and narrow 
cell, away from the sunlight, the pure atr and 
the trees, and flowers that child 
loves 80 and which are necessary for 
his health happiness. There ne roon. 
to exercise active little body; no kind 
matron to talk or read to him—nothing but 
terrifying darkness and silence, unless, as is 
too often the case, the silence is rudely broken 
by the blasphemous oaths and ribald songs 
of drunken and depraved wretches as they are 
dragged into’ their prison 

If, instead of violating city ordinances only, 
they have also broken state laws, I bind them 
over to the courts, hoping that they 
will be sent from there to the reformatory, 
which nearly twelve months ago the people 
decreed should be established in Fulton coun- 
ty. But when their cases are reached in these 
courts, lo! there is no reformatory, and the 
kind hearted judges, solicitors and juries, 
looking down at the little fellows trembling 
before them, turn them loose, to recommence 
their travels along the old familiar path of 
crime, alas! too often the only path their 
feet know, or convict them and send them 
to the penitentiary camps, to live, eat and 
sleep day and night, month after month, 
with thieves, rapists and murderers. A pleas- 
ant picture forsooth for the rising sun of the 
twentieth century to illumine. 

During the year which has just ended I 
have had the painful duty of binding over 
to the state courts many little white boys 
from 10 to 15 years old, all of whom, under 
the law, should have been transferred to the 
reformatory. Not a single one was so trans- 
ferred. Why? Simply because the county 
commissioners, whose duty it is to establish 
a reformatory, have not yet done They 
have appointed, it is true, committees upon 
the subject, and, I believe, have even pur- 
chased a site for the buildings, and then 
turned away from the subject to discuss grave 
weighty matters of vital import to all 
the citizens of the county. The wooden bridge 
over Goose creek needed a new plank: the 
road to Potato ‘“‘deestrict’’ needed working, 
and Hon. John Wealthy's petition for the 
return of his taxes must have immediate con- 
sideration. 

When these and endless other important 
matters receive the careful consideration that 
they merit, I have no doubt but that the re-

The brief denies the doctrines 
of ex proprio vigore, and that all the 
Limitations of the constitution apply 
everywhere throughout the scope of the 
authority of the government, but says 
that there are limitationg in the censtitu- 
tion which do apply throughout both the 
states and territories organized and un- 
Because some limitations ap- 
apply.

ply, it does not follow that all 
Those which do apply everywhere, both 
within and without the United States in 
its broadest sense, it says, are those se- 
curing the blessings of justice and lib- 
erty to all the people. Tyranny and op- 
pression cannot constitutionally exist un- 
der the sovereignty of the republic, whose 
founders declared that all men are entitlea 
to liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
This is what Mr. Justice Bradley meant 
when he said in Mormon church vs. Unit- 
ed States (136 U. S., 1, 4): 

“Doubtless congress in legislating for 
the territoriés would be subject to those 
fundamental limitations in favor of per- 
sonal rights which are formulated in the 
constitution and its amendments, but 
these limitations would exist rather by 
inference and the general spirit of the 
constitution, from which congress derives 
all its powers, than by any express and

direct application of its provisions.’* 

This statement of the government’s 
standing ground leads it up to the notice 
which it takes of ex-President Harrison's 
address, of which the brief says: 

“In a recent address, a portion of which 
I understand has been brought to the 
aitention of thé court, a distinguished 
statesman and lawver affects to believe 
that if the view of the government is 
correct, congress could, without constitu- 
tional objection, pass a Porto Rican act, 
providing for a number of shocking 
things. The government has never as- 
serted and does not belleve that congress 
has the power of a despot in Porto Rico. 
‘The fundamental! limitations in favor of 
personal rights which are formulated in 
the constitution and its amendments,’ re- 
ferred to by Mr. Justice Bradley, stand 
in the way everything suggested 
which shocks the moral sense. Congress 
could not pass any ex post facto law, or 
declare an attainder., or grant any title 
of nobility. or provide for the trial or 
punishment of treason other than in the 
way marked out by the constitution, all 
these things being prohibited by direct 
and applicable provisions. If the first 
ten amendments do not limit. by direct 
application, congress in legislating for 
our new possessions, neither do they 
operate within the states which compose 
the union. As this court, speaking by 
Chief Justice Waite, said in United States 
vs. Cruikshank et al., (92 U. 8S., 541.552): 

“ ‘The first amendment to the constitu- 
tion prohibits congress from abridging 
“the right of the people to assemble and 
to petition the government for a redress 


of 


of grievances. 

“This, like the other amendments pro- 
posed and adopted at the same time, was 
not intended to limit the powers of the 
state governments in respect to their own 
citizens, but 9 operate ypon the national 
government alone. 

“*Protection tp life, libertv and prop- 
erty rests primarily with the states,’ as 
Chief Justice Fuller said in re Kemmler 
cas Uv. “B.. 448): ‘The. constitution 
makes no provision for protecting the 
citizens of the respective states in their 
religious liberties: this is left to the state 
constitutions and laws.’ Said Mr. Justice 
Catron, in Permoll vs. First Municipality 
(3 How., 589, 609): “The constitution for- 
bids the states to pass any Dill of at- 
tainder, ex-post facto law. or law im- 
pairing the obligation of contracts, or to 
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zrant any title of nobility, and the 14th 


amendment provides that no state shall 
deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law, not 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
equal protection af the laws: but outside 
the range of these limitations the people 
of the state, through its constitution and 
laws, are supreme. They can define trea- 
son against the state as they see fit; they 
can limit the freedom of speech and of 
the press; they can restrict the bearing 
of arms; they can provide for the quar- 
tering of troops; they can regulate the

right of search and of arrest: they can 
provide for the trial of capital or other- 
wise infamous crimes upon information 
and without indictment and without a 
jury, and they have done so. They can 
do away with the trial of civil sults by a 
jury. And they may do many other 
things which I need not enumerate.’ 
‘The right of the people of the states to 
change their laws and system of pro- 
cedure so as to make them conform to 
changed views of administration, or the 
exigencies of their social life, has been 


sustained. If the constitutional guaran- 
tees relating to Indictment by a grand 


jury and trial by a petit jury are not 
fundamental in character and therefore 
do not tie the hands of the inhabitants 
of a territory when organizing a state, 
why should they tie the hands of the 
president and congress in preserving or- 
der and protecting life and property in 
our new possessions? 

“Tt is a strange contention that as soon 
as the treaty went Into effect the power 
of the president and congress to pre- 
serve order in the new possessions ceased. 
There were no grand juries, no petit 
juries, no machinery for punishing crime 
by the processes of the Anglo-Saxon law 
and yet, if the limitations @tended for 
the state at once, of their own force, 
applied in these new possessions, crime 
could be punished in no other way. The 
constitution which gave the United 
States power to acquire territory by 
treaty and imposed upon congress the 
duty of disposing of and governing it, 
did not leave the national government 
helpless by demanding impossibilities.”’ 

The brief then goes into the question 
of the validity of the duties assessed 
and collected on the several importations 
involved in the cases at bar following the 
general lines of the argument heretofore 
made by Attorney General Griggs. It, 
however, contains some new suggestions, 
the most interesting being this: 

“If Chief Justice Taney was wrong (re- 
ferring to the case of Fleming vs. Page, 
holding that the United States “may de- 
mand the cession of territory as the 
condition of peace in Order to indemnify 
its citizens for the finjuries they have 
suffered, or to reimburse the government 
for the éxpenses of war’), and we can- 
not take territory sub modo to indemnify 
or reimburse us, but only to make it A 
part of the United States, then before 
the president carries a war into the ene- 
my’s countrv he could send a commission 
ahead of the army to ascertain and re- 
port whether the territory he proposes 
to invade and conquer is fit to be made 
a part of the United States, for neither . 
the treaty-making power nor congress 
can prevent that result if a cession fol- 
lows conquest. Before the president sent 
Dewey to Manila he should have satisfied 
himself that the Philippines were suita- 
ble for incorporation into the union, for 
we would destroy the Spanish power there 
of having to assume 
the burdens of sovereignty ourselves.”’

LITTLE RESOLUTION DID IT 


Alrermanic Meeting, Made Regular, 
asu0cked Out Motion To Recon- 
sider—Ordinance Signed and 
Bond Given—May Be 
Fought in Courts. 


“The old council signalized its passing 
yesterday afternoon by an interesting Lt- 
tle maneuver, the result of which was 
to give the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany the much desired and much dis- 
ruted Hunter street franchise for the line 
to Grant park. 

The mayor signed the ordinance fol- 
lowing the meeting of the aldermanioc 
board, the company gave the required 
bond, and there only remains to follow 
whatever dispute may come in the courts 
as to the legality of council’s action. 

It had been hoped by Alderman Kilpat- 
rick and other opponents of the fran- 
chise that his notice of motion to recon- 
sider the action of the aldermanic board 
in adopting the ordinance would carry 
it over to the new board, but it was just 
this point that the friends of the fran- 
chise anticipated and they prepared them- 
selves for it. 

When council convened at 3-o’clock the 
first matter that came before it was a 
resolution by Councilman Pope amending 
the rules so as to provide for a regular 
meeting of the aldermanic board on the 
first Monday in January immediately 
following the meeting of the whole coun- 
cil. The ostensible object was to provide 
for a regular meeting of the aldermen 
at that time in addition to the prescribed 
regular meetings of the board fm order 
that any action following the meeting of 
council might not be brought into ques- 
tion. The real object was to compel Al- 
derman Kilpatrick to make his motion to 
reconsider action on the franchise be- 
‘fore the old aldermanic board, or not to 
make it at all. 

Aldermen Welch and Kilpatrick, Coun- 
cilman Grady and others strongly op- 
posed the adoption of the _ resolution. 
Councilman Grady held that the city 
council was a continuous body, and 
therefore there was no necessity for such 
an amendment to the rules. 

Alderman Welch contended that this 
being practically a new rule, a _ two- 
thirds vote would be required for its 
adoption. Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson held 
that it was not a provision for a new 
rule, but simply an amendment to the 
rules, and therefore only a majority vote 
was required. Alderman Johnson and 
others urged the passage of the resolu- 
tion. 

The resolution was passed by a vote of 
2 to 6, as follows: 

Ayes—Aldermen  Beutell, Day and 
Johnson, Councilmen Harwell, Barrett, 
Holland, Minhinnett. Parks, Terry, Roy, 
Pope and Longino. 

Nays—Aldermen Kilpatrick and Welch, 
Councilmen Maddox, Thompson, Adams 
and Grady, 

The effect of this resolution was to 
make the meeting of the aldermanic 
board following the meeting of council a 
regular meeting instead of a called meet- 
ing, as has been the case heretofore, 
which would require any motion to re- 
consider, notice of which was. given at 
the last regular meeting, to be made 
at this meeting instead of going over to 
the first regular meeting of the new 
board. 

Councilman Pope then asked that the 
resolution be immediately transmitted to 
the mavor for his signature. This action 
was taken and within a few minutes the 
resolution came Lack signed. 

Kilpatrick’s Motion Not Made. 

The meeting of the aldermanic board 
followed when council adjourned. The 
mayor having signed the resolution 
passed by council, Chairman Mayson 
ruled that it was a regular meeting of 
the board. 

The Hunter street franchise ordinance 
then came up on Alderman Kilpatrick's 
notice of motion to reconsider. 

Alderman Kilpatrick declined to make 
the motion. ‘I hold that this is not a 
regular meeting,’ he said, ‘and it is not 
necessary to make the motion now.” 

City Attorney Anderson being asked 
for a ruling, stated that under the char- 
ter it was necessary ta make a motion 
to reconsider at the first regular meet- 
ing following that at which the action 
was taken. It was his understanding that 
this meeting, under the resolution just 
passed, was a regular meeting. The in- 
ference was that the motion should be 
made then or not at all. 

Alderman Johnson wanted it clearly 
understood that this was a regular meet- 
ing, and Chairman Mayson so-ruled. 

There was nothing left to do but to 
pass the franchise up to the mayor, 
which was done forthwith. 

Mayor Woodward signed the Hunter 
street franchise ordinance at once, and

Commissioner Lindsey To Begin Pay- 
ing Them Monday. 


FULTON TO HAVE THREE DAYS 


The Pensioners of Atlanta Get About 
$40,000. 


MONEY SHARKS GETTING IN THEIR WORK 


Some Legal Method Needed To Pre- 
vent Them from Preying Upon 
’ Pensioners. 


Beginning with next Monday pension 
money will begin to flow out of the state 


| treasury and the hearts of the veterans 


will be made glad. 

Pension Commissioner J. W. Lindsey 
returned to his office in the capitol yes- 
terday after an absence of two weeks 
and began to dispose of the accumula- 
tion of business before him. Among other 
things he arranged his schedule of dates 
for the payment of pensions in certain 
sections of the state. 

On Monday, January 14th, Commission- 
er Lindsey will issue’ vouchers for the 
payment of pensions in the counties of 
the first, second, third, fourth and fifth 
senatorial districts, comprising the 
coast counties. These counties were the 
last on the list last year, but this year 
they will be first. Tuesday, January 
15th, will be devoted to the payment of 
pensions in Cobb and Clayton counties. 

Fulton county gets three days, Commis- 
sioner Lindsey having set apart Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday, January 16th, 
17th and 18th, for the payment of the 
pensioners here. On Wednesday he will 
pay pensions only to the indigent soldiers 
of Fulton, on Thursday to the widows 
and on Friday to disabled veterans. There 
are more than 700 pensioners in Fulton 
county, and it takes quite a while to get 
around. The amount paid out in -this 
county will be about $40,000, if not a little 
more. 

On Monday, January 21st, the commis- 
sioner will pay the pensioners of Gwin- 
nett and DeKalb counties, on January 22d 
he will pay those of Henry county and 


the others in regular order until the list | 


is finished. 

Commissioner Lindsey has _ $790,000 
pay out this year. 
goes to the regular pensioners and $100,000) 
to the new class, or indigent widows pro- 
vided for by recent act of the legislature. 
None of this class have been passed upon 
yet, but the commissioner will take them 
up as soon as he gets the other classes 
partially out of the way. It will be 
somewhere near April Ist before the pay- 
ment of all the pensioners is finished. 

Pensioners and Money Sharks. 

Of late it is becoming more and more 
a common practice among pensioners of 
borrowing money on the strength of their 
pensions before the time for payment 
comes around, and in nine cases out of 
ten the pensioner falls into the hands of 
some money shark who charges, perhaps, 
anywhere from 5 to 50 per cent for an 
advance for a few weeks until the pen- 
sion is paid. The pension application is- 


to 


_sued to the veteran is, of course, worth- 


less as security, nor can the pension be 
transferred. But somehow or other the 
money lender gets a grip on the pen- 
sioner when he makes the advance. It 
is even said the pensioner will sometimes 
put-up his certificate as collateral. 

The pensioner might get even with the 
monewv lender by falling back on the 
usury laws and paying only the amount 
borrowed with the legal rate of interest. 
The money shark, of course, takes long 
chances in most cases, and he makes up 
his losses in his heavy rate of interest. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey thinks 
there ought to be some way to stbp this 
lending of money to pensioners either 
on their papers or without them. There 
is a federal law which makes it a misde- 
meanor for any party to take the papers 
of a United States pensioner as a pledge 
for a loan, and.the same penalty is pre- 
scribed for the pensioner who puts up 
his papers as a pledge. The object is 
to protect the pensioner, for in many 
instances it is he who suffers. While 
a law of that kind might not be just the 
thing needed in Georgia, it is believed 
some legislation could be devised to stop 
these operations of the money sharks 
among the pensioners. It is probable 
some recommendation on this line may be 
made to the coming session of the general 
assembly. 

In many cases the pension: paid by 
Georgia to the veteran means no more 
than a night’s debauch. Good soldier 
though he was, sometimes in his declin- 
ing years he yields to the temptation, and 
it is often the desire for drink that sends 
him to the money shark to borrow a 
few dollars for which he pays back 
almost double a month or so later when 
the money is received. This, fortunately, 
applies to comparatively few Georgia vet- 
erans, but the number Is large enough to 
have attracted attention, and examples 
may be cited without going far to find 
them, 

The pension fs paid to the veteran not 
for this purpose, but to add to the com- 
fort of his latter years. It is small enough 
and what there is of it he should have it 
all. It should be possible to devise some 
means to eliminate the money shark.

EW men seem to have an ambition 
Fe. serve on juries. Every time court 

meets there are any number of citi- 
zens who have been summoned for jury 
duty who present ail kinds of .excuses 
for the court’s consideration. 

Of course there are many excellent ex- 
cuses that can be offered and these are 
never turned down by the court. The 
average citizen, however, has a decided 
disinclination to serve on a panel] that 
may be cailed upon to say whether or 
not a man shall hang, or be sent to the 
penitentiary, and this feeling is not an 
uncommon one. 

Among those summoned for jury duty 
in the criminal division of the Fulton 
superior court yestenday was a man of 
middle age who had religious scruples 
about serving on a jury. When a panel 
is made up os solicitor always asks the 
stereotyped quéstion as to whether or not 
any of the men have excuses to offer 
why they should not serve as jurors. 

Then it is up to the men in the box 
to offer such excuses as they deem suffi- 
cient to keep them off jury duty. When 
this question was asked the panel yester-

At a meeting of the general committee | 


of citizens appointed to wait on the coun- 
cil and ask for an appropriation for the 
proposed. Textile exposition, held last 
night in the rooms of the chamber of 
commerce, the amount of the required ap- 
propriation was set at $100,000. 

The meeting was fully attended. All 
of the representative citizens requested 
to meet with the central executive c¢m- 
mittee and present the petition were 
present when the meeting was called to 
order at & o'clock. 

It Was unanimously resolved to raise the 
amount of the preliminary fund from 
$100,000 *o $200,000, and to’ ask council +t0 
contribute half this amcunt. 

Follewing is th, text of the petition 
presented to council, signed by all those 
present at the meeting: 

Petition to Council. 


Atlanta, Ga., January 7, 1991. 
To the Honorable Mayor and General Council: 

It is proposed to hold a great textile expo- 
sition in Atlanta in .1902, the purpose being 
to demonstrate to the world the marvelous 
progress already made in the manufacture of 
textiles here in the south,. and, through the 
agency of operating exhibits, to demonstrate 
to southern manufacturers the various methods 
and processes by which they may improve the 
quality and quantity of their product. 

Atlanta gave to the south her first great 
impulse in textile manufacturing. The cot- 
ton exposition, held here in 1881, did more 
than any other agency, before or since that 
time, to command workd wide recognition of 
southern textile conditions and possibilfties. 
The south was then operating less than 200,000 
spindles. Today she Its operating very nearly 
5,000,000 spindles, and the number {s increas- 
ing in greater ratio than éver before. 

The cotton exposition served to concentrate 
the eyes of the world upon the south as a 
logical field for the manufacture of textiles. 
She produced 60 per cent of the world’s cot- 
ton, and disposed of it as raw material, al- 
though there were no social or climatic in- 
fluences to interfere with its successful manu- 
facture at home These plain self evident 
facts were brought out and emphasized by 
the cotton exposition. The forcible truth was 
recognized by the public and the era of manu- 
facturing began. 

For twenty years the industry has progressed 
rapidly and successfully. ¥rom insignifieance 
it has grown to vast importance. Twenty 
years ago the southern mills consumed 370 
bales of cotton daily; today the consumption of 
the southern mills amounts to 9,300 bales daily, 
or a grand total of 2,790,000 bales per year. 

With twenty years’ training in the manu- 
facture of yarns and the coarser fabrics, the 
south is now ready for another great forward 
movement, an advance to finer grades. In- 
stead of converting 10 cent cotton into 20 
cent goods, we should be manufacturing our 
great staple into forms worth double and 
quadruple this figure, Our mill owners have 
the experience and our labor is qualified for 
this forward step. How shall the movement 
be given impetus? What may we do to 
stand forth again in the eyes of the world 
with striking evidence of our progress and 
possibilities. 

It is proposed to raise a preliminary fund 
of $200,000. It is confidently believed that this 
sum will establish the enterprise upon a safe 
and creditable basis. Investigation has con- 
vinced the committee that the business houses 
and public spirited citizens of Atlanta will 
subscribe one-half of the sum required, and 
we most respectfully petition your honorable 
body to complete the fund by an appropriation 
of $100.000, one-half of the amount to be pay- 
able this year and the remaining half to be 
paid next year. 

What has spread Atlanta's fame abroad, 
and made her better known than any city in 
the United States with twice her population? 
What, indeed, if not her great expositions and 
other public enterprises. Among the southern 
cities she has been the leading exponent of 
southern industry and development. When- 
ever opportunity has offered she has caught up 
the bafiner of southern, progress and held it 
aloft, that the people of the world might see 
and understand. The great textile exposi- 
tion, to be held in Atlanta two years hence, 
promises enormous benefit to our city, to the 
state, and to the entire south, and no one 
doubts Atlanta’s ability or willingness to carry 
the enterprise to a successful conclusion. Re-

DIAMONDS WORTH $1,000 


Burglar Broke Into Residence, 25 
Currier Street, While Family 
Were in Parlor Entertain- 
ing Guests — Deter- 
tives on Case. 


While members of the family were in 
the parlor enjoying a game of cards, 4 
burglar broke into the residence of John 
Ww. Currier street, last night 
about 10 o'clock and carrfed off a lot of 
handsome diamo yds worth over $1,000. 

A window had been forced open and 
the dresser rifled of the precious stones 
when every member of the household was 
up entertaining friends, and not a sound 
was heard in the room where the’ bold 
theft was committed. 

The jewels were not missed until the 
company had departed, and the family 
prepared to retire for the night. 

There was the open drawer of the 
dresser and the broken window and the 
empty jewel cases told the rest of the 
story. 

As quickly as possible*the police were 
notified of the robbery by telephone, and 
Captain Ball sent a hurried call for Ser- 
geant Bedford and Detective John Harris. 

The detectives, went to the residence of 
Mr. Green at once, and was working on 
the case all night trying to secure some 
clew by which to get on the track of the 
daring and successful burglar. 

Last night Mr. Green's family had some 
friends to pay them. socialcall. A game 
of cards was started, ang kept up for an 
hour or two. 

While the family were in the parlor the 
burglar slipped into the back yard and 
broke open the wfndow to one of the 
sleeping apartments. After prying open 
the shutter, the rogue broke the latch to 
the window and was soon crawling into 
the room.

The diamonds were worth over $1,009, 
and included some of the most costly 
famfly jewels in the city. 

Sergeant Bedford and Detective Harris, 
after they had made an investigation, de- 
clined to make any statement about the 
affair, except to say: 

“It is a burglary plain and simple, and 
the burglar got something for his trouble, 
We can say nothing further about the 
case at present.” 

The burglary was evidently committed 
by some one who Knew where the costly 
diamonds were kept, for he took nothing 
else, and must have gone straight to the 
dresser when he entered the room. 

The case will occupy tHe attention’ of 
the city detectives for several days, and 
every possible effort will be made to re- 
cover the lost diamonds and punish the 
person who stole them.

SHERIFF WARNED 
OF JAIL DELIVERY 


Prisoners In Tower Wrote a Note 


to Turnkey. 


PLOT NIPPED IN THE BUD 


Hole Was Being Made Through Wall 
of Priscner’s Room. 


COURT BAILIFF DETECTED THE WORK 


Attempt Was Made’ at Criminal 
Court Building While Several 
Prisoners Were in Room. 


But for the vigilant eyegof Bailiff J. J. 
Jordan twenty-two prisoners might have 
escaped from the prisoners’ room in the 
criminal superior court building yester- 


day. James L. Baker, the man who Killed | 


his. wife last spring, .and who is now 
being tried as to his sanity, was one 
of the number confined in the room at 
the time. 

An effort was made to cut a hole 
through the wall of plaster and laths. 
Ralliff Jordan, who was on duty in the 
corridor of the building, saw the piece 
of wood or metal that was being used 
to open a way to freedom. He imme- 
diately sounded an alarm and the work 
was stopped. 

A remarkable feature of the éfncident 
was the fact that a prisoner in the Tower 
on Saturday wrote a note to Turnkey 
Charles D. Comstock warning him that 
a plan to esca,ye was then on foot among 
the prisoners. All of the bailiffs were 
notified to bé on their guard, and the 
attempt was therefore expected: 

The following is the note of warning, 
the signature -being withhe.. in the in- 
terest of the man who wrote it, because 
it is thought the other prisoners would 
injure him were he identified: 

Fulton County Jail, January 5, 1901. 
Mr. Comstock: I write to inform you 
that next week when court meets you 
all must be very careful, for these 
men are planning all kinds of ways 
to make their escape. These men are 
making plots to run at the courthouse 
if they get a chance. They are study- 
ing plans, so you all mgst be very 
cureful with them. If you don’t be 
careful you will lose some of them. I 
am yours fraternally. 

When it was discovered that an effort 


'was really being made for a wholesale 


delivery, Deputy Sheriff Jones, who is 


'on duty in the criminal division of the 


superior court, ordered that three of the 
prisoners be handcuffed together and 
placed over the hole so that they would 
act as. a barricade against the others. 
When the prisoners were taken back to 
the Tower all were searched, but no 
weapons of any kind were discovered. 
taker was not searched during the day. 
Once before a somewhat similar at- 
tempt was made by prisoners in the 
same room, but the plot was nipped in 
the bud. In future, and until the new 
courthouse is ready for occupancy, a 
strong guard will be placed on duty about 
the prisoners’ room. 


FIRE IN COTTON WAREHOUSE 


Elsie, May & Co. Have Fire in Fac- 
tory Warchouss. 


MUCH COTTON IS DAMAGED 


Estimated Loss About $30,000 or 
$490,000—Origin of the Fire 
Was Not Known. 


From an unknown cause the cotton in 
the warehouse of Elsas, May & (Co. 
caught fire yesterday afternoon about 
1:30 o’clock and about 1.000 bales were 
damaged by the flames and water. 

The warehouse is not in very close 
proximity to the factory and no other 
building was infured. The firemen had a 
hard time fighting the fire, as the cotton 
was in a blaze and great volumes of 
thick smoke were pouring from all the 
doors by the time the fire engines reach- 
ed the scene. 

Chief Joyner was on hand In person and 
directed his men. The men worked with 
a will and removed the burning bales as 
fast as they could get to them. 

Employees of thé cotton mills alded 
the firemen by throwing several streangs 
of water on the warehouse from the com- 
pany’s private waterworks. 

The exact number of bales in the ware- 
house was not known, but it was stated 
that it was in the neighborhood of 1,000. 
Some of the cottag was verv little dam- 
aged, while most of it was singed by the 
flames or soaked by the water. 

The firemen were working on the burn- 
ing cotton for several hours and it was 
night before all of the bales had been 
rolled out and the fight was declared at 
an end. The damages to cotton and 
building amounted to about $30,000 or $40,- 
000 and the loss wag fully covered by in-

Vice President Charged Lack of 
Diligence at Meeting, 


DIDS § OPENED YESTERDAY 


Members of the Board Deny the 
Charges of the Vice President. 
Committee Is Appointed 
To Go Before New 


Council. 


A lively sensation was furnished at a 
meeting of the board of education yes- 
terday afternoon when Hamilton Doug- 
las, reverting to the investigation by the 
| board of health into the sanitary condi- 
tion of three of the public’ schools, 
charged the board of education with be- 
ing derelict in its duty and failing to 
exercise the proper diligence to preserve 
the health of the children. 

Going still further, the vice president 
of the board declared that his colleagues 
instead of exercising the proper diligence, 
had laughed at the board of health. 

President Smith. rose in- considerable 
heat and vehemently denied, from a per- 
sonal standpoint, and also on behalf of 
the board, the truth of both charfes: He 
stated that at no meeting which he had 
attended had the board laughed at the 
board of health. Continuing, he said that 
what the board did laugh at was the 
threat that the board of health would 
close any of the schools objected to, and 
he thought that the board would continue 
to laugh at the threat, which he felt sure 
did not come from the board of health. 

The meeting of the board yesterday af- 
ternoon was called for the purpose of 
opening bids anew, to change the sani- 
tary condition of those schools that now 
have the Smeed system of sewerage. 
Members of the board expressed the 
opinion that arrangements should be 
made to change the sewerage conditions 
at the six schools in spite of the fact 
that there was no money in the treasury 
to pay for the work, basing the contract 
on the censent of council to make an 
appropriation for that purpose. The board, 
in taking this position, has for the first 
time and tacitly yielded to the judgment 
of the board of health. 

Seven bids were opened by the board 
at vesterday’s session. The bids included 
the plumbing work alone and that made 
by the firm of Jennings, Gresham & Co. 
was the lowest, calling for an expenditure 
of $1,421 for all six schools with the Smeed 
system. 

After considerable discussion {t was de- 
cided not to accept the bid, but to leave 
the matter practically in the hands of 
the finance committee, which was, given 
power to pass finally on the plan for the 
proposed change without further refer- 
ence to the full board.

T.. Z’ Rosser, in discussing the proposed 
change of sewerage system in the schools, 
stated that no power on earth could make 
him vote for the work to be done until 
council provides a means for it being 
done.

Vice President Douglas, in the course 
of his remarks, declared that the sani- 
tary condition of the Girls’ High school 
and the Williams and Formwalt street 
schools had come under his notice only 
in the last three weeks, but that his in- 
vestigation had developed a startling con- 
dition of affairs. It was such a condition 
he thought as should seriously alarm 
the board. 

It was decided that the contract for 
the sanitary work should be made condli- 
tional on the report of the finance com- 
mittee and. also the action of council tn 
providing funds. Pending the action of 
council no step will be taken to better 
the condition of any of the six schools 
against which complaint has been raised.

DEAD IN HER ROOM 


‘Sudden Death of Mrs. Harriet Sher- 
man, of Chicago. 


CORONER HOLDS AN’ INQUEST 


Death Believed To Have Resulted 
from Natural Causes. 


WOMAN'S SONS HAVE BEEN NOTIFIED 


She Boarded at No. 11 Cone Street, 
and First Came to Atlanta a 
Month Ago. 


In her sleeping apartment at No. Ill 
Cone street, Mrs. Harriet Adelaide Sher- 
man, a book agent of Chicago, was found 
dead yesterday morning. 

The investigation of the coroner and 
the inquest by his jury made it a case 
of sudden death and probably from natu- 
ral causes. 

The woman was almost a stranger in 
Atlanta, having been here but a few 
days. She first arrived in the city about 
a month ago and secured a room at No. 
11 Cone street, taking her meals near 
by. “She left and was gone about three 
weeks. Last returned and 
boarded at the same place. 

She was well and apparently contented 
on Saturday last. Sunday she did not 
leave her room. When she did not ap- 
pear for breakfast yesterday morning, 
the chambermaid forced her way into 
the room and found Mrs. Sherman lying 
on the floor, fully dressed, and dead. She 
had probably been dead several hours. 

On a table were writing materials. Sun- 
day afternoon about 1 o’clock she had 
called a servant to get her some ink. 
She may have been in the act of prepar- 
ing to write when she suddenly fell dead 
from heart disease or. apoplexy. 

Papers were found from publishing 
houses which indicated that her business 
affairs were not all right. Among her pa- 
pers was a letter from the British-Amer- 
ican Publishing Company stating that she 
was a good worker and must not lose 
her temper again and get into trouble. 
The writer promised to send her a ticket 
back to Washington. 

There were also letters.from her sons, 
telling her to cheer up and wait for the 
wheel of fortune to turn in her favor. 

The coroner held an inquest yesterday 
and the verdict of the jury was that the 
deceased came to her death from a causé 
that was probably natural. There was 
no evidence of poison or anything to give 
color to any suicide theory. 

William J. Sherman, supposed to be a 
son of the dead woman, wired Chief Man- 
ly from Rochelle, Ill., last night, request- 
ing him,to investigate the case and send 
him all the facts. 

The body is at Barclay & Brandon’s, 
where it will be held until instructions 
as to burial are received from her rela- 
tives.

city pave them at their expense. While I favor the paving of streets 
‘now unpaved and in proper distribution and proportion in all the 
different wards so that there may be no complaint of undue care and 
Preference to either, I urge the importance of putting these in order 
[that are now in the wretched condition that I have described. It 
| may be hecessary to take up very many of those paved with belgian 
1 blocks and replace them evenly, and then there might be put over 
therm, as is being done with similar pavements in New York city, @ 
layer of asphalt. 

In this connection, I deem it proper to call the attention of the 
council to the much needed pavement of Peters street. Perhaps, 
above all other streets, it is the one peculiarly of street traffic and 
in busy, bustling activity, with its streets crowded with wagons and 
trading people. Indeed, it is the main artery leading out and con- 
necting with our great country roads that bring produce of every 
character from the country for many miles away. On every side 
are crowded the houses of business, and all giving evidence of such 
volume of business as makes most interesting the aggregate of taxes 
they contribute to the city. The county generously proposes to pay 
half the cost, and it seems to me the city can pay the other. 
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ANITARY DEPARTMENT 
HAS GROWING NEEDS 
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HE sanitary department is one of greatest importance. On its 
preper conduct depends in great degree the health and com- 
fort of everyone. A great saving can be made in having the city 
stables nearer the crematory than as now situated, as row the 
drivers of the public carts and wagons occupy one-fourth of their 
time daily in going te and from the cr2matory, thus occasioning a 
detiy loss in time and money which should be corrected. Again the 
great necessity of good streets is seen in the working of this depart-. 
ment. The city owns its expensive night sweepers, and the city 
sadly needs their constant work. The superintendent complains 
justly that the rtreets afe so rough, uneven, and in many places the 
holes so deep and frequent as to pre“ont the proper working of the 
eweepers. This emphasizes the necessity of good streets. The report 
of the superintendent is interesting, as showing the present needs of 
this department. I commend it to the finance committee for their 
favorable action. ’ 

The smoke caused by burning soft coal arising from the chimneys 
and stacks of hotels and factories in many localities is complained 
of by many parties as a great ennoyance and inconvenience and 
nuisance. It seems to me that you should adopt a rule requiring 
the use of smoke consumers in such cases. I refer the matter to 
you. 
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ITY’S WATER SUPPLY 
IS NOW INSUFFICIENT 
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T seems that the best provision that can be mede has been done 
by the waterworks beard to insure a supply of water sufficient 

for the city. An additional pump has been contracted for suf- 
i ficient to add 1§,000,COO gallons daily to our present supply, thus 
' givirg us a surplus for any emergency. To be satisfied that this im- 
portant need will be thus supplied I am sure gives great comfort to 
the people. A very important matter, however, in this connection de- 
serves your attention, There is neeeded now, and has been needed in 
intense degree, a great aGdition to our means of supplying water to 
a great portion of the city. The people unsupplied complain, as they 
have cause to do, that they are without the benefits of the city’s wa- 
ter supply. For this they pay their taxes. For want of it, apart 
from inconvenience, their health is endangered and all such parts of 
the city subjected to disgusting conditions unmentionable. It is 
therefore a matter of the first importance that the necessary mains 
be built and such connections provided as will give everybody in 
the city the necessary water supply. To promote this desirable end, 
‘muthority has been given by the legislature for an issue of bonds to 
‘the amount of $200,000, and, according to law, a majority of the 
registered voters of the city are required to vote its approgal. I hope 
that this election will be provided for at the earliest day. Everyone 
should favor :t. It is only necessary that good and influential men 
in every ward see that the voters attend the election. This will 
be done, I am sure, if we all do our duty the day of the election, for 
tt ‘is an election immediately concerning the _ people. That the 
amount, if the election is carried, will be carefully and systematli- 
| cally éxpended I verily believe. The board of commissioners will be 
rigid in its direction, so as to prevent the misuse of a single dollar. 
|The city, even as an investment, ‘could wel] afford to borrow money 
_for this advisable expenditure. The waterworks already pay to the 
city over $130,600 annvally. The proper employment of $200,000 
‘should so promote the additional necessary mains and appliances as 
to give us increased revenue therefrom, to the amount of $40,000 or 
$50,000. Indeed, we would goon have, say in round numbers, $200,- 
‘ ©OO as the annual incom? from the waterworks, thus paying the city 
from !0 to 20 per cent interest’ on the amount invested. Even with 
this income, I am told we furnish water cheaper than anhy other 
city. We must all see to it that the bonds are carried. Every good 
citizen must vote and go out and work all day in getting others 
to vote. 
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? “COCHOOL TEACHERS ARE 
: BADLY OVERWORKED 
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public schools, and there is no more important matter for you to 

consider. We must see to it that provision is made to seat every 
child that is entitled to admission to the schoolg, and provision for 
sufficient teachers to teach them. It is a wrong-s«both to pupils and 
teachers that one teacher is required to look after sixty pupils. Forty 
seems to be a large maximum—and besides, the greatest possible care 
must be exercised in régard to the sanitation of the schools. I am 
giad to see that the school board recommended the restoration of the 
amount heretofore cut off from the salaries of the teachers. They 
should never have been reduced. If any one class deserve good pay, 
it is the teachers of the public schools, and I hope to see them re- 
ceive it. 

I find from statistics that. I consider reliable that notwithstand- 
ing the high standing and excellence of our public schools, the cost 
per capita is less than that of any other city in the United States of 
the size of Atianta. The general average cost per pupil in the en- 
tire country is $25.75, while ours is only $15.44, while the cost in 
proportion to annual revenues is a much smaller percentage than 
any other city. I cannot too strongly express the interest that I 
feel in this subject. I hope that by an economical administration of 
our finances that we may be able to give needed assistance to the 
ends 1 have named; but if not, then some proper plan must be de- 
vised, for this is a necessity. 

I am so impressed with the force of an article on this subject 
by the lady visitors of the public schools that I commend it to your 
careful attention.

public schools, state and municipal. I think the age of admission 
should be eight instead of six years.

UT poor Atlanta can only lament, like old King Lear, her 

gross fatuity, Still, those fortunate in profiting enormously 

from these conditions fixed by law and not to be undone, are 
not in any degree censurable, or to be prejudiced in their holdings, 
but deserve and should have from us all proper care and protection. 
They are of great concern and importance and value to us. I hold, 
though, that because of these grants in the past there is no argument 
that to secure competition we should make similar grants to any 
corporation now, On the contrary, we should be admonished not 
to do so, but to be careful, in the light of the past, to hold fast 
to our properties, and to be sure not to part with them unless for 
their full value, 

I hold that there is inducement still In the franchises remain- 
ing, for competition amongst the roads, that can make profits with 
far less concessions than have so ill-advisedly given in the 
past; and because we did a very unfortunate thing then, 
now in the light of the present, is good and suffcient 
to repeat it. I find that franchises to streét railroads in 
European cities are scarcely ever for a than 
one years, and then for a good percentage receipts, a 
percentage also of one-fourth the amount over 10 profit 
and reversion of tracks to the city. In most southern cities, as 
Baltimore, Richmond and others, a handsome percentage is received 
on the gross receipts of their street railroads. 

Twenty-one years is a long time—longer in the future than thrice 
that time in the past. Within that time Atlanta will in all 
ability be a city of 300,000 inhabitants. We can scarcely 
mate now the improvement in trade, sclences, all 
public works, the great improvement in machinerv 
timable possibilities of electricity, We should not tolerate 
chises exceeding this time and then with concessions to the 
Yea, very soon, ten years will be a long term. Those of our streets 
now sparsely settled will within that time be crowded with dwell- 
ings. The increase in population will be great. The factories of 
every character then abounding, and their teeming operatives, the 
children of the schools, all suggest increased values, that admonish 
us not to be giving away for many lengthened years these valuable 
properties. I say let us cling to them, at least those that are left, 
and forever abandon the idea of fifty-year grants, and even couple 
with those of twenty-one years annual contribution to the city 
Already those granted are occasion in their great value of compe- 
tition in trade and speculation in them, in markets foreign to At- 
lanta, Poor Atlanta gets naught. ‘She is not in it.’’ Each added 
franchise to either road at once increases the value of their securi- 
ties, while in great measure there is just that much taken from 
the city, I notice that New Orleans, in order to raise $12,000,000 
for her drainage system, receives from street railway franchises 
$2,800,000, 

I would look to eventual municipal ownership of all public utill- 
ties, and all our contracts should tend to it. I would rather that 
the city should own the street railroads than that they should own 
the city, 

The value of the state road to Georgia and the waterworks to 
Atlarta are great object lessons on this question. 

In saying this much I speak my honest convictions. I would

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HERE is scarcely another city the size of Atlanta that is with- 
Te a handsome city hall, a city government house, necessary 

for thelr public offices and transaction of public business, or- 
namentally attractive to citizens and visitors, Instead of these poor 
quarters in which we are now confined, we should have a hand- 
some building and offices comporting with the character of a great 
city. We want a splendid building looking to the future growth of 
the city. The city owns quite a number of real estate lots that it 
would be well for it to sell. These might go far toward the pur- 
chase of a suitable location, and the present rental paid for this 
building is quite an amount to be saved and considered in this 
matter. 

I am glad to note that our bonded debt is only $2,927,000 to 
our total taxable property of. $52,000,000, leaving quite a hand- 
some margin yet within our constitutional limitation of 7 per cent 
of taxable values, and especially as to the favorable comparison it 
shows with the debt of most other leading cities. A really com- 
forting condition, and the more so, looking to our expected bond 
issue of $200,000 for our waterworks, which I venture now to pre- 
dict can be floated at 3% per cent interest. Why not? There can 
be no better bonds offered by any city. 

I think the city should have quarterly examination of the an- 
cial operations of all departments of the city government ‘nab re- 
ceive and disburse money, This is a rule adopted by all large 
cities and corporations; not to be applied to Atlanta save as a 
proper business arrangement.

DECLINED LATER 
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Covering and Profit Taking Car- 
fied Prices Up and Down 


EARLY WEWS WAS BULLISH 


Afternoon Outside Buying Fell Off, 
with Considerable Profit Tak- 
ing, Due to Larger Esti- 
mated Receipts—Ex- 
ports Heavy. 


New York, January 7.—Covering and profit 
taking carried prices up and down in the 
cotton market today. The advance took place 
in the morning and was due to bullish news 
from abroad, while the declines occurred in 
the afternoon on bullish receipts and estimates 
for tomorrow. Speculation was active during 
the early hours, there being a very noticeable 
growth in investment business. An advance 
of 3@4 points created -consternation in the 
bear ranks and active buying for this account, 
in conjunction with good support from the 
south, Wallstreet, the spinning interest and Eu- 
rope, gave the market a firm start with prices 
6 to 10 poimts higher. January began with a 
jump to 10 cents, while March and May scored 
good gains. Following the call the market was 
made additionally strong by reports that spin- 
ners and porters were experiencing great 
difficulty in securing spot cotton even at %c 
advance in the south. All the forenoon the 
feeling was firm. Shortly after noon there was 
a turn about for profits and a falling off of 
outside buying, due to larger estimates for 
New Orleans and Houston tomorrow. During 
the rest of the afternoon values kept within 
the immediate vicinity of Saturday’s final] bids 
and speculation followed a narrow channel. 
Clearances were the largest for a single day 
in weeks, reaching nearly 90,000 bales. At 
the close the market was barely steady with 
prices unchanged to 7 points lower.

New York, January §.—The New Year opens 
with a slight advance in cotton, but with no 
sign forthcoming of an immediate break in 
the deadlock in the market or of renewed ac- 
tivity. The trading this week has continued to 
be confined very largely to the professional 
element and quite listless in character. The 
strengthening factors have been a disappoint- 
ingly moderate movement of supplies; a bright- 
er outlook in China; an improvement in trade 
conditions reported from Manchester and the 

tinent and the pronounced strength @f Jan- 
uary contracts. The parties in control of that 
position are quietly awaiting a move from 
those short of it, and show no aggressiveness, 
but nevertheless held that particular month 
with a firm hand. These features favorable to 
higher prices have caused a moderate amount 
of buying and the gain in values resulted. So 
much depends upon the movement this month 
that the receipts are being watched with ex- 
treme interest. That they are, so far, so much 
smaller than expected by the bears is a keen 
disappointment to those operating for a de- 
cline. That the bad weather which has pre- 
vailedy in fhe south is in some measure re- 
sponsible is not doubted, but this has not pre- 
vented the comparative lightness of receipts 
from unnerving the shorts, nor from encourag- 
ing those friendly to the market to buy. A 
feeling is gaining ground that unless a tight- 
ness of money or a general scare of some char- 
acter forces the holders of accumulations in 
the south, to endeavor to unload in a hurry 
and all together, prices will continue relatively 
firm until the approach of the planting sea- 
son, with its acreage possibilities and climatic 
uncertainties, infuses new elements into the 
situation for or against the market. The 
bulls believe that long ere this occurs a sub- 
stantial and warranted advance will have oc- 
curred, while the bears believe that, with spec- 
ulation dormant, the south will ultimately be 
forced to press for sale the vast quantity of 
cotton which they believe is held there. It 
is a perplexing outlook and one which may 
well puzzle the most careful operator. I do 
not believe in present prices, but in common 
with the majority on both sides of the ques- 
tion, I am not confident in my conviction. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 7.—Liverpool quickly 
advanced this morning on coptinentan, buying 
on the light movement of Saturday. Our mar- 
ket opened firm and matntained the improve- 
ment with slight fluctuations until after the 
publication of the estimate for Houston to- 
mnirrow. Keceipts at the ports today are 
larger than anticipated, but the market will be 
governed by the total movement rather than 
by the daily receipts.

Other gulf states, 1,842,287, a decrease un-

Speculative Fever Ran Riot in 
Grain and Provisions, 


TENDENCY WAS DOWNWARD 


Heavy Realizing Broke Wheat 
Badly Near the, Close—Corn 
Closed 1-4c and Oats 1-8c 
Higher—Provisions 
Fluctuated. 


Chicago, January 7.—Speculative fever ran 
riot in nearly all of the grain and provison 
markets today and trading was the heaviest 
for sometime, A strong realizing movement 
broke wheat badly near the end of the ses- 
sion, May closing at a decline of %@%c. Corn 
held part of an early advance, closing \%c 
higher. Oats advanced %c. Provisions closed 
2%c higher to |10c lower, the decline being 
in pork. 

It was evident from the wide range of orening 
prices in wheat that opinions as to the future 
course of the market varied greatly. Initial 
prices for May, which closed Saturday at 
79%4@79%c, ranged from 79 to 79%c, For a 
time the volume of business was tremendous. 
Immense buying orders, many of them from 
the outside, were in the hands of brokers, 
but local longs with high profits on prevail- 
ing prices were more than willing to sell, 
and from the start the tendency was down- 
ward. The crowd apparently believed that 
Wall street Influences were at work and big 
commission houses were closely watched, 
Soon after the opening a marked element vf 
weakness developed from the liberal receipts 
and the weaknesses of the northwest markets, 
but the appearance of any large buying or 
selling ordér in the hands of a pit broker 
seemed to have more effect on the crowd 
than any statistical news. After touching 
78%sc, the market gradually steadied, and 
under heavy buying by a prominent commis- 
sion house, gee started a scramble to re- 
instate lines BY early professional sellers, an 
advance took place which carried the market 
to the highest point of the day—79%, After 
that® nothing of interest transpired, though 
price changes were frequent until rear the 
close, when local longs flooded the market 
with their realizing, and prices slid off with”* 
amazing rapidity. The close was at 78c, the 
lowest point of the day.

WAS A TRADERS MARKET 


Heavy Blocks Bandiei About Like 
Playthings for Quick Turn. 
Losses Recovered and Gains 
Lost Amid Excitement 
and Confusion. 


New York, January 7.—Today’s stock market 
had all the characteristics of what is usually 
called a traders’ market. But everything was 
on a Gargantuan scale. Where hundred share 
lots would be a normal unit In an ordinary 
narket, in today’s market !,000, 2,000 and 
even 5,000 share lots were bandied about like 
playthings for a quick-turn in the market. 
The turn over of profits in some cases on these 
encrmous blocks of stocks were made within 
a few minutes of time, prices having varied in 
the interval perhaps many points. The spec- 
ulative character of the market was clearly 
indicated in the inconstancy of prices. Not 
only was nothing stable for any considerable 
period, but no movement was consistent beyond 
a short length of time. Losses were recovered, 
gains were lost, and there were strong ral- 
lies from reactions. Al] this made the ut- 
most excitement and confusion in the market 
all day long. It was natural to expect, after 
the excessive and artificial advances of the 
closing trading of last week, that speculators 
would be in a condition of anxiety to skim 
the cream of the profits this morning. This 
class was in fact*on hand in full force and 
the eagerness with which stocks were tun- 
loaded, and the reckless disregard shown for 
a half or even a full point in’price indicated 
a nervous dread that the passing minutes 
might mean the loss of opportunities for for- 
tune. But even in that early period of the 
market there were not lacking signs of strength 
and there was quite a long list of gains be- 
tween | and 2 points. The greater part of 
these was wiped out in the reaction of the 
opening. New Jersey Central was thus car- 
ried down an extreme 5 points, Northwestern 
3%; Northern Pacific 2%; Reading and Dela- 
ware and Hudson 2%, Atchison preferred, St. 
Paul and Erie first preferred 2'4, and Rock 
Island and Pennsylvania 2 points. 

It is only once or twice in a generation that 
such nervous anxiety and uncertainty are re- 
flected in the stock market as were shown 
during this period of opening re®etion today. 
Prices jumped about in the most vielent and 
erratic manner by wide intervals. dually 
the fact began to emerge that there\ were 
brokers on the floor who had apparently prders 
to take all offerings at a certain level of’ prices 
below the market. The course of prices 
thereupon gradually steadied and then moved 
upward with an impressive surge. saltimore 
and Ohi>s was the first point of aggressive 
strength. It had risen 1% at the opening, but 
had lost all but a fraction. Its upward sweep 
cerried it 6% over Saturday’s level. During 
the rest of the day it was simply a question 
whether new points of strength would develop. 
With the appearance of anything like a .bull 
leadership in a given stock, or with the first 
sign of manipulation for an advance, a per- 
fect horde of speculators were ready to rush 
pell mel] to buy the same stock. None of these 
advances were Well held, and the process of 
prefit taking cost them all the way from 2 to 
nearly 5 points. But even at that reaction 
many handsome net gains were conserved for 
the day. The Grangers were foremost in the 
midday advance, the,three leading members of 
the group, Burlington, Rock Island and St. 
Paul, advancing 6 to 6%. Later in the day the 
anthracite coal roads,. whieh have not hitherto 
moved largely in sympathy with the Readings, 
New Jersey Central and Eries, made impressive 
progress upward. Delaware and Ifudson rose 
no less than 13%, iackawanna 6 and Ontsrio 
and Western 3%. These were the inost strik- 
ing movements @f the day. Sugar was very 
erratic, working upward an extreme 5% on the 
reported advance in the price of Refined Sugar, 
and relapsing 4% in the late selling movement. 
Tennessee Coal showed acute weakness on the 
decision to pass the dividend and fell an ex- 
treme 6%, closing only a fraction above that. 
The steel stocks were Inclined to heaviness in 
Sympathy, except Tin. Plate, which was ad- 
vanced 4%. The rubber stocks ° were inclined 
to weakness, but had a good rally. Northern 
Pacific moved up 5% after its sharp opening 
agecline, and feople’s Gas had a midday mse 
of 4%. The list of stocks which rose as much 
as 3 points and a fraction is a long one, and 
the stocks wich did not fluctuats as much 
as a point or over were very few. It was 
evident that the inciting cause of the furious 
speculation was the recent developments in the 
railroad world looking toward vast consvlida- 
tion. The acquisition of the Pennsylvania Cval 
Company by the Erie and of the Central RBPail- 
road of New Jersey by the Reading is regarded 
in the speculative world as a prelude to fur- 
ther important developments in the anthra- 
cite carrying properties, and ready credence is 
given to almost any suggestion of a plan for 
railroad consolidation. Money also is work- 
ing easier in spite of the enormous demands 
of the speculation. The rather gloomy condi- 
tion of foreign markets, instead of having any 
depressing effect, seems to stimulate specula- 
tive activity here by the strong contrast of this 
country’s prosperity. 

The day's record of business was carried far 
beyond the previous high level, the aggregate 
sales fooling up 2,147,000, compared with 
1.837,900 last Friday, which made the 
up to that time.

‘For twenty years,” 
ticlan at the Kimball yesterday, 
has been talk of building up 4 white 
republican party in the south.

“In the first place, the negro must go 
before there is any hope of a white re- 
publican party in the south, and before 
the G. O. P. gets rid.of its black adher- 
ents there will be music tn the air. he 
negro is too valuable to the republican 
politicians to be shoved out of the party. 
The negro may not amount to much at 
the polls, but he is a power at the na- 
tional conventions of the republicans. 
There has not been a republican nomi- 
nated for president. in years who has 
not owed his elevation, in large degree, 
to the negro delegates. The negro dele- 
gate is eazinly manipulated and that is 
why rtpublican leaders like to have him 
at national conventions. If white men 
controlled the republican party in the 
south, Platt, Quay and Hanna would not 
control the national] conventions as easily 
as they do. The white delegate is an 
entirely different proposition from the 
black, and the republican bosses know 
it. For that reason they are not going to 
turn the negro adrift. 

“Then there is another element which 
will oppose the relegating of the negro 
to the rear, and that is made up of the 
professional white republicans of the 
south. You are familiar with those men. 
They came south in the wake of the fed- 
eral army, and, by clever manipulation 
of the negro delegates at republican na- 
tional conventions, ha¥e’ been able to feed 
from the public trough for years. There 
are white republicans in Georgia and in 
every southern state who have grown rich 
off of their ability to handle the negro 
delegates. This class would resent more 
bitterly than the negro any attempt to 
bar the Jatter out of the republican party. 
They fatten by handling the negro dele- 
gate, and they will not tamely submit to 
having &heir source of revenue cut off.

When 
I do drop to sleep I dream of hundreds 
of masked men and a black body hanging 
from a limb. I can hardly tell you what 
I have suffered since that piece of rope 
was sent to me.’’ 

Calloway is not the only eminent man 
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who has been given a piece of rope that 
was used in hanging a man. Frederick 
Warde, the actor, received a similar pres- 
ent when he was in Georgia several years 
ago. Warde was touring the state about 
the time Tom Woolfolk, the multi-mur- 
derer, was hanged at Perry. Some one 
sent .Warde qa piece of the rope that 
choked the life out of Woolfolk, and the 
present reached the actor just on the eve 
of his Athens engagement. As soon as 
Warde realized the gruesome Treture of 
the gift, he became so rattled that™he 
canceled his Athens date. 
that piece of rope was a “hoodoo” and 
he says he was justified in so thinking by 
his experience that season. Speaking of 
it afterwards, Warde said: 

“After I Yeceived that piece of rope 
everything went wrong. One piece of 
bad luck was followed by another until 
the season closed, and I was a big loser. 
It was all due to that piece of rope, and 
I have always felt that I have good 
cause for a heavy damage suit against 
the man who sent it.”’
